Tims  scheme,  which  is  to  be 
carried  out  in  conjunction  v/ith  a farmer’s  scheme  for  lajmng  mains  and 
services,  will  provide  a i/at' r suppA^  to  a m.oorland  area  of  app3:“oximatel 
2,500  -icres  v/hich  in  the  past  has  been  entirely  dependent  on  catch  vrater 
and  should  ro.aterially  assist  in  improving  dair^^'ing  condition  on  the 
var i ous  farms  a f f ( . c to  d . 

In  parts  of  the-  Village  of  Dovoridge,  the  pressure  on 
the  mains  fails  during  tlic  day  period  but  recovcig  sufficiently  at  night 
to  enable  the  householders  to  collect  a reserve  to  carry  them  on.  As 
the  supply  is  tak^.n  froia  an  adjoining  Urban  District  Council  who  are 
•also  short,  it  has  not  ^re.t  been  possible  to  renod^^  the  trouble,
